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RESPONSE 

Concerning the Office Action mailed on December 13 th , 2006, entry of the 
following response is respectfully requested. 

Claims 1-64 are presently under consideration by the Examiner. In the First 
Office Action mailed on March 22 nd 2006, Claims 1-64 were subject to a restriction 
requirement. Applicants elected with traverse Group I (Claims 1-46) which are drawn to 
a cellulose ester product. Also, in the First Office Action, the Examiner also requires a 
selection of species. Applicants elected with traverse for the reasons stated above 
Claims 36-38. After speaking with the Examiner in a teleconference, Applicants 
explained that Claims 36-38 selected particular C3-C4 ester, acetyl, and hydroxyl 
substitution ranges and are of particular interest to Applicants. Concerning additives, 
Applicants elected with traverse leveling, rheology, and flow control agents. Concerning 
the water-soluble resin, Applicants elected with traverse acrylics. 

In the Office Action mailed on December 13 th , 2006, the Examiner states that 
applicants did not include a listing of all claims readable on the elected claims 36-38. 
Claims 5 and 19 read on claims 36-38.
